The Chicago Times ays that the thro w- 
ing out of election returns on account of 
failure to swear in the judges, or for 
other igformality, is wholly without 
precedent. The statement is simply 
fulse. After the Inst Presidential elec- 
tion the following returns were thrown 
out: The whole vote of Monroe county for 
President was thrown out because it was 
returned 845 for “Lincola,” and 1,401 for

If we do pot believe with Carlyle in the 
naturalness and necessity of “ hero-wor- 
ship,” we believe with him ia the necessity 

Of heroes. But we long ago emancipated 
curselves from the crude notion, witely en- 
tertained in this country since the outbreak 
of the war for the Union, that every man 
educated by the government at West 
Point, is a hero by some prescriptive ggpos- 
sibly by some divine, right. Tue experi- 
ences of a year and a half, during which 
we have seen a great nation, rich in men, 
in money, in patriotiem, and ia ali that 
makes a people martial and victorious, re- 
duced to a condition so pitiable as to be 
the laughing stock of the world,—al! the 
result of the confidence that the 
government bas reposed ia the 
manufactured berves of tbe Military Acad- 
emy, have undeceived us, aad we come 
back to the old formula, which fiw the 
armny ae well ae literature—commanders a6 
well as poetasters—"“ Heroes are born, not 
made.” We have, and so have our people, 
learned the leseon that was forced upon 
Austria when she sent the heroes of her 
schools to coatend against Napoleon—the 
lesson that Frederick had, before the revo- 
lutionary era, stamped with blood upon 
the histery of France and Russia; aed if 
the humiliation and cost of the sckooling 
have been incalculable, tbe benefit, 1n the 
removal of the chief of the beroes-made- 
to-order—the “Young Napoleon”—“ the 
greatest general of any age or nauon’— 
is some compensation f r what has been 
endured—a sign, at least, that the country 
bes mot been under this expensive and 
bloody tutelage for nothing.
